“Sacrifice patchpockets, flaring 
shirts, cuffs, unnecessary plaits and 
other frills,” is the advice to the pub- 
lic issued from a conference of wool- 
en and worsted manufacturers with 
the commertial economy board of the 
defence council. 

No effort will be made to discouc- 
age the sale of goods made up in ex- 
isting styles, The board and the man- 
ufacturers believe such a move would 
be wasteful. The campaign will be 
confined to next year’s output. 

The threatening shortage of wool 
for next year is causing grave con- 
ecrn and ‘the board expects its pro- 
gram is to be of material assistance 
in making up some of the defects.

To Treat Wooden Silos 


Untreated Wood Subject to More or 
Less Decay / 


Silos built of untreated wood are 
subject to more or less decay. De- 
terioration usually occurs near the 


foundation of the silos where certain 
conditions of moisture favorable for 
the development of the fungus or de- 


cay exist. Decay may also attack 
sappy wood in any portion of the 
structure. 

Of the various preservatives in 


general use, a good grade of coaltar 
creosote is very satisfactory for pre- 
serving timber, Almost any thorough 
method of treatment with this preser- 
vative ought to add to the life of the 
silo. Superficial methods, however, 
such as applying with a brush, dip- 
ping in the preservative or spraying, 
are not sufficient. By far the best 
method is to have the staves treated 
with the preservative in a closed re- 
tort under pressure, ‘and when so 
treated they should last indefinitely 
and should be more satisfactory to 
the purchaser. 

Those who are considering the pur- 
chase of treated silos should investi- 
gate carefully the methods used, and 
it greatest permanence is desired 


should choose only material that has 
received a thorough pressure treat- 
ment, Silos built of such material

He suggested, as a way to 
Block such efforts, that the Nether- 
nds government, under a three cor- 
hered agrement with the United 
States and Britain, could be made 
trustee for the wheat imported into 
Holland! Another system suggested 
was that the shipping license should 
be enlarged to provide for this ar- 
fangement and that the closest co- 
Operation with the United States au- 
horitics should be established where 
heat exportations are concerned. 

Shipments to Germanygwere pos- 
Bible since the free wheat plan came 
into force, witness said, and explained 
that it is impossible to know the 
ownership of grain in elevators. 

“It is serious to think that some of 
our grain can get to enemy coun- 
tries,” said Mr. Magill. 

The co-operative companies, which 
‘own 600 elevators and represent 100,- 
000 farmers and last year produced 
92,000,000 bushels of wheat, wanted 
unanimity of action between the 
board of supervisors for Camwada and 
the United States board. The Cana- 
dian council of agriculture represen- 
tatives wanted the board to use the 
existing machinery to handle grain 
crop. They favored a flat basis of 
Prices rather than maximum and 
minimum prices established. » They 
swanted also due regard to the en- 
couragement of greater production 
shown and the board to assume con- 
trol of flour prices as they depend on 
bulk wheat values. One price for 
wheat on this side of the line and 
another price on the other side would 


not answer the requirements, they 
explained. 
It was predicted that the board 


would have a difficult time taking ov- 
er the country elevators and operat- 
ing them during the war.

the Berkn war office have come to 
the conclusion that, as a matter of 
policy, it is wisest to treat prisoners 
with a show of decency, 


At any rate, a Canadian officer in 
his “prison experiences” tells how 
at Burg, at one time one of the most 
infamous camps in the world, he was 
allowed many liberties and before he 
got his release even some luxuries, 

‘In June,” he writes, “they started 
to take us for walks twice a~ week 
along the canal banks or throu 
the forests. This was a grand oppor- 
tunity for collecting insects and but- 
terflies, and several interesting col- 
lections were started in the camp. 
The relief to be outside the barbed 
wire for two or three hours was im- 
mense. Some men, except to go to 
Prison, had not been outside the 
camp palings for nearly two years. 

_ “On one of these walks, while talk- 
ing to the German officer in charge 
of us, I learnt that he had been 
wounded at Ypres while observing 
the effect of the asphyxiating gas on 
the Canadians and Algerians. In a 
burst of confidence he told me that 
but for that solitary occasion the gas 
had been a great disappointment to 
their general staff, and that the work- 
ing-of it had often caused the death 
of their own men, 

“I noticed often that while talking 
to the guards at the different camps, 
on mentioning that I was a Canadian 
they would become very reserved, 
and would point me out to their 
‘Kamerads’ while I was walking 
round the camp. I found out after- 
wards that Ypres had made a great 
impression on them, and that they 
liad been told that we never took 
prisoners and always killed the 
wounded. 

“Towards the end of July I left for 
Constance to be exchanged, and, be- 
ing solemnly told that I should be in 
Switzerland in two days’ time, with 
a light heart gave away my food, 
books and games, and started off 
with little else but a few clothes for 
the frontier. 

“Before leaving Burg I was told to 
look out for a fellow Canadian who 
had been considered quite a charact- 
er in another camp, and was sure to 
be on the exchange list. As our train 
pulled into Constance at about 9 p.m., 
I noticed another trainload of wound- 
ed two platforms away. : 

“A head appeared at one ef the 
windows and shouted across to us, 
‘Hey, any Canadians over there?’ At 
a venture I replied: ‘Put your head 
in, Cooper, the police are after you.’ 
It was a lucky shot. I never saw a 
head disappear so quickly in my life. 
-And when we met it was a long time 
before I would tell him how I had re- 
cognized the voice.

Volunteer nurses in hospitals 
where military sick and wounded are 
cared for are to be replaced by pro- 
fessional paid nurses. The volun- 
teer infirmiere who came forward at 
the beginning of the war, when there 
was a great shortage of trained wo- 
men, was pressed into service after a 
short, superficial training. She has 
done nobly, toiling day and night and 
spending her money freely on the 
wounded, besides paying her own 
personal expenses. She asserts that 
the new regulations are inspired by 
political motives, as it is feared the 
poilus were becoming too much §at- 
tached to their aristrocratic nurses 
and were in danger of forgetting the 
maxims of equality and liberty in 
their exaggerated respect for titled 
attendants. 

Doctors frankly prefer ‘the profes- 
sional nurse, who can be. ordered 
about in a way her volunteer sister 
would resent. Théy say that the un- 
paid assistant has her own ideas of 
discipline. The-lady nurse, toe,is apt 
to err in matters of taste. I saw one 
step out of a luxurious car the other 
day much overdressed. A lady friend 
said: “Look at those stilts; one can- 
not call them heels. How can she run 
backwards and forwards in the wards 
all day in those?

Advance in Price of ‘Cotton

The hotter weather has re- 
sulted in a higher demand for cotton 
goods of all sorts, and for, thyslins 
and other light wear. The dry goods 
trade reports orders coming in very 
well, especially for this time of the 
year, when they are usually slack,

The whole problem of the nation’s 
food primarily depends upon the!

can be assured of food sufficient to; 
enable this and other allied coun- 
tries of Europe to carry on the war! 
to a successful end it will be almost} 
superfluous to appoint a food con-| 
troller. The most perfect system] 
of distribution and the most equit- 
able regulation of. prices would_be| 
a mere waste of time and effort un- 
less every measure is taken to keep! 
up the allied food supply. 

For this we depend to a vital de-| 
gree upon the United States and} 
Canada. No one recognizes that! 
more fully than I do. Before Mr. 
Hoover left for America I had an 
opportunity of discussing with him| 
the lessons he had drawn from his 
wonderful work in Belgium, and his 
plans as to the allied food supply. 
In accepting this office one of its! 
few attractions, perhaps its only at- 
traction—was the knowledge that 
President Wilson had askéd a man 
of Mr. Hoover's calibre, experience) 
and understanding of the allies to 
tackle in America those problems 
which have an intimate bearing day 
by day upon the food situation in 
this country. I have perfect confi- 
dence that the American congress 
and the American people will re-! 
Spond to the calls now being made} 
to them. | 

I hope I shall not be misconstrued | 
or thought impatient if I say that 
the sooner your food administration 
measures are enacted the sooner we 
shall breathe more easily. Phe 
practical details of our buying are 
rendered more difficult, more com-! 
plex. by the uncertainty regarding 
the future. 

My experience in America before} 
and since the war have given me an} 
unusual opportunity of judging the) 
vastness of her resource lf or- 
ganized to their fill Capacity, T~am 
confident that the German hope of | 
starving the allies or of causing un-| 
rest by the scarcity of food or high; 
prices is doomed to failure. !

Word of his having been wounded | 
and missing was contained in the! 
casualty reports of the week:of May 
14, but the definite. announcemenc of 
his death soon followed, without any 
particulars. He had been wounded! 
several times. Fhe was slightly 
‘wounded in, one hand shortly 
his battalion reached the front early! 
last fadl. Still later in the fall he 
was more scriously wounded in the 
arm and leg and was under treatmentd 
for geeyeral weeks in,one of the Brjs-| 
tol hospitafs In England. na 

Lieut. Smith left Cahada with an 
Ottawa battalion, but on reaching} 
England he was transferred to a 
3ritish Columbia unit. le reccived| 
his commission in the 43rd Regiment, | 
Ottawa, in November, 1915, and is the 
cleventh officer of that unit to lay 
down his life im the present war.

_The news that Canada and the 
United States are meeting a sudden, 
urgent demand by building a fleet of 
wooden ships has aroused much in- 
terest in Australia, Why, it is asked, 
cannot ships be built in Australia as 
well as in America? Small wooden 
ships are regularly launched here; 
why not extend the industry to larg- 
cr, ocean-going vessels? 

It appears that the same conditions 
which produced the demand for 
wooden ships have made it difficult 
for Australia to take advantage of 
the demand. In other words, the 
trouble lies in the high freight pre- 
vailing. Australia préduces ‘little, if 
any, timber suitable for shipbuilding. 
Pine wood must be used, and in the 
past shipbuilders have employed Ore- 
gon pine from America and kauri 
from New Zealand. But since the 
outbreak of war, the freight on Ore- 
gon pine has risen from 8 shillings to 
95. shillings per 1000 feet, and the 
price from 8 shilliggs to 35 shillings 
per 100 feet, and therefore these rates 


jare prohibitive. The Australian build- 


er would be quite willing to use kau- 
ri, which, though more costly than 
usual, is still not at a prohibitive 
price, but for some reason that is not 
very clear, kauri cannot at present be 
obtained from New Zealand in any- 
thing like the required quantities. 
One shipwright has suggested that 
New Zealand is deliberately with- 
holding the wood, though he could 
offer no reason for the Dominion 
adopting such a course. 

So the Australians are embarrassed 
even in doing their usual insignificant 
shipbuilding, and they cannot con- 
template any extension of the indus- 
try. There is an abundance of hard 
woods, for the superstructure and 
fittings of ships, but the only wood 
that might prove a_ substitute for 
pine is the Australian cedar and cedar 
it appears grows in such a scattered 
way and in such inaccessible places 
that it is not yet proved a payable 
proposition, 

One shipwright has asked, and ap- 
parently with reason, why the ship- 


building industry should not be es- 
tablished in an important way in 
Auckland? He points out that with 
the abundance of kauri and other 
suitable timbers available in Auckland 
}enterprising builders should be able 
to compete with the Americans. The 


demand for wooden merchantmen 
may not persist more than five years, 
but smaller wooden ships will be re-
